Drugs Set 


For Parents 


Illegal drugs in Elba? 
Enterprise? Dothan? Ozark, 
the Wiregrass? Parents can 
find the answer by attending a 
short course, “What Parents 
Should Know About Illegal 
Drugs,” at Enterprise State 
Junior College beginning Wed- 
nesday, August 14th, 1974. 

The course designed pri- 
marily for parents may also 
be of interest to teachers, 
preachers, and others who 
work with young people. 

Jim Key, Evening Division 
director, said the course will 
meet from 17:30 to 9:30 p.m. 
each Wednesday through Sept- 
ember 11 and will be taught by 
Sgt. Billy Joe Livingston, Ala- 
bama Department of Public 
Safety, Dothan. 

Livingston will cover the 
extent of the drug problem in 
the Wiregrass; the different 
types of drugs in use; the 
effects of drugs on the human 
body; what parents should tell 
their children about drugs; 
what to look for in a youngster 
suspected of using drugs; 
existing drug laws; and what 
parents should do if their child 
is arrested for drug law vio- 
lations. 

A $10 fee will be charged 
for an individual or for a mar- 
ried couple. 

“Few parents realize the 
extent of the illegal drug pro- 
blem,” Livingston said, “and 
when they suddenly realize 
their own children may be in- 
volved they panic.

Growing Investments In U.S. 


During our Country's early 
years and continuing into the 
early 1900's, loans and invest- 
ments from European coun 
tries, together with our imm 
ense natural resources, helped 
develop our country into the 
richest, most powerful in the 
world. As our national econo 
my expanded and prospered, 
American business leaders, 
bankers and industrialists made 
loans and investments in foreign 
countries and today these inve- 
stments amount to some $100 
billion, making Americans the 
undisputed champions when it 
comes to making overseas in- 
vestments. : 

But in recent years there has 
been a turnabout, with direct 
foreign investments in the Un- 
ited States growing at anunpre- 
cedented pace. Just last year, 
for example, new foreign in- 
vestments in land and produc- 
tive property in this country 
reached almost $5 billion, which 
was double that of 1972. Some 
experts estimate that foreign 
investments in American real 
estate, industrial plants, nat- 
ural resources, banking and 
stock holdings are now between 
$75 and $100 billion. ’ 

Up to now foreign invest- 
ments in the U. S. have been 
made in the normal give and 
take of free world trade and 
are not a threat to our econ- 
omy. But a new and worrisome 
factor has come into the pic- 
ture. This isthe staggering am- 
ount of money being collected by 


fOovernments of oi) rich coun- 
tries. This year alone oil pro- 
ducing nations will takeinsome 
$105 billion as a result of bloat- 
ed oil prices. By 1980, if there 
is no change, these oil states 
ire expected to have at least 
$400 billion in surplus funds, 
or about 70 percent of the 
world's total monetary re- 
serves 

Even if they put these bill- 
ions into industrial development 
and social welfare programs for 
their own people, to say nothing 
of their extravagant purchases 
of ultra-modern weapons, the 
Middle Eastern governments 
will still have a $60 billion a 
year surplus to invest. Those 
oil dollars, which are controlled 
by governments, not indivi- 
duals, could buy, at today’s 
Stock market prices, control- 
ling interest in ll of our lar- 
gest corporations. By mani- 
pulating their tens of billions 
of dollars, oil rich governments 
could create an enormous and 
potentially dangerous economic 
and political threat tothe United 
States and tothe rest of the wor- 
Id as well. 

I don't feel that our economy 
is in immediate danger because 
investments made in the United 
States by citizens of foreign 
countries or by privately owned 
foreign companies can be toour 
advantage in creating new jobs, 
increasing tax sources and 
opening up competition. 

Unfortunately, however, no 
one knows the full extent of for-

eign holdings here. The United 
States Senate has recognized 
this information gap and has 
just passed legislation auth- 
orizing a detailed study of this 
situation. I supported this bill 
and voted for it because it is 
my hope that the study will give 
the American peopleanaccur- 
ate picture of the extent and 
implications of foreign invest- 
ments in the United States and 
provide Congress and the Pre- 
Sident information necessary 
for determining a long-range 
national policy dealing realis- 
tica}ly with this complex mat- 
ter. 


Mental Slowdown 
By Older People 
Might Not Be True 

The general belief that in- 
tellectual performance de- 
clines with age may be a 
myth, according to a Penn- 
sylvania State University re- 
searcher. 

Dr. Paul B. Baltes said 
that there is very strong evi- 
dence to suggest that when 
the aged perform poorly on 
standardized intelligen® 
tests it is beciuse they “be- 
long to another generation,” 
and not necessarily because 
of their age, 

A research team demon- 
strated that, up through their 
seventies, people can be 
trained to improve their re- 
sponse speed to intelligence 
test questions and that this 
training carries over to per-, 
formance on such tests, par- 
ticularly of the speed type. 

“When decrements do oc- 
cur among the elderly, they 
are found primarily in the 
period a few years before 
death,” Dr, Baltes notes, “or 
in those cases where an acute 
physical illness develops, 
They are not typical, how- 
ever, for the averaye old 
person.”

CLEANING THE SEWING MA- 
CHINE 

Lint settles readily into ev- 
ery tiny opening in a sewing 
machine. And, once there, lint 
tends to absorb moisture, 

If not removed , damp lint 
can cause rusting and other pr- 
oblems. 

Regular maintenance, inclu- 
ding lint removal, is the best 
way to keep your sewing mac- 
hine in top condition, 

Use a soft brush and a lint- 
free cloth to remove built-up 
lint from the tension discs, 
needle bars, take-up levers, 
thread guides and bobbin cases, 

Clean often a machine stored 
in a warm or damp place, such 
as near a heater or beside a 
window with sun exposure. 

After cleaning thoroughly, 
apply oil at the places sugges- 
ted inthe machine’s instruction 
booklet. Regular oiling will 
keep moving parts lubricated, 

Remember to use oil spar- 
ingly to avoid flooding. Use 
an oil can with a tiny, bent 
spout that will put oil down 
into the hole’ instead of just 
Oiling the surface. And use a 
soft cloth to blot excess oil and 
to prevent spotting of material 
when sewing. 


CLEANING PLANTS 

Since indoor plants aren't 
exposed to cleaning rainfall, 
they need help to keep their 
leaf surfaces dust-free. 

Keep them looking their best 
by cleaning them carefully once 
or twice a month. 

A good way to clean your 
smooth-leaved plants is to use 
a wet sponge or soft cloth rin- 
sed often in clean water. If 
the leaves are extremely dirty 
use a mild soap and water sol- 
ution, 

Plants with many small lea- 


# ves can be gently sprayed out- 


doors, using plenty of water. 
When cleaning any plant lea- 
ves, be sure to use room tem- 
perature water--cold water 
can cause leaf blemishes. 

Water plants thoroughly se- 
veral hours before applying 
any commercial leaf polish, 
otherwise, you may harm the 
plant, '

quire special attention. Dust

By the end of 1974, your 
food will be wearing new labels 
complete with nutrition infor- 
mation 

The required information 
will include the Serving size, 
number of servings inthe pack- 
age, and the calories, protein, 
carbohydrate, and fat in a ser- 
ving 

Also required is the amount 
of protein, Vitamins A and C, 


thiamin, riboflavin, niacin, 
calcium, iron and vitamins 
B6 and Bl2 expressed as a 


percentage of the U. S. Re- 
commended Daily Allowance 

All foods with added vita- 
mins or minerals and foods 
claimed to have special nutri- 
tional qualities must carry this 
labeling, according to Mrs 
Sara Hutchinson, Associate 
County Extension Chairman. 
Many foods which do not fall 
into this category are expected 
to carry informational labeling 
to help shoppers select nutri- 
tious foods 

The new labeling is the re- 
sult of a Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration program to pro- 
vide reliable information for 
the consumer. 

“It is hoped that this infor- 
mation on labels will increase 
the consumer's curiosity about 
nutrition,” Mrs. Hutchinson 
Said, 

Basically, the information 
provides a way to compare 
nutritive values of different 
foods. The most commoncom- 
parison will probably be bet- 
ween foods which can be easily 
Substituted for eachother. For 
example, the calories incan- 
ned peaches, pedrs, and apri- 
cots may be compared, or the 
vitamin content of salmon, tuna 
and albacore. 

“There are a few pitfalls 
to avoid,” Mrs. Hutchinson 
said. “Don’t eliminate favorite 
family food because itis low in 
nutritive value. Simply com- 
bine it with another more nutri- 
tious food. 

“Substitute only foods that 
are alike. For example, don’t 
Substitute milk for asparagus. 
Milk is a unique food containing 
certain required nutrients. We 
count on green vegetables for 
others. They should both be 
included in a nutritious diet,” 
Mrs. Hutchinson said

Due to many diffi- 
culties, including a two week 
stay in a Birmingham hospi- 
tal for Mrs. Magwood, she has 
just received her first SSI 
payment on July 27th. The 
process of gathering and con- 
firming facts and figures took 
several months to complete. 

To be eligible for supple- 
mental security income pay- 
ments, a person must be 65 
or older or blind or disabled 
with a limited income and 
resources.

A person needs 40 quarters, 
or in some instances could 
qualify for Medicare with less 
than 40 quarters. Medicare 
would have helped with the doc- 
tors and hospital bills, and 
would have even paid a portion 
of the rent on a dialysis mach- 
ine. 

The next route, which Mr. 
Stahlecker took, was to inves- 
tigate to determine whether 
or not Mrs. Magwood could 
qualify for SSI. Mrs. Magwood 
qualified as a disabled person 
with a limited income and 
resources. The size of her 
family was taken into consid- 
eration. Rey. and Mrs. Mag- 
wood have nine children, seven 
of which live at home. Mrs. 
Magwood will receive a pay- 
ment of $108.00 a month from 
SSI to help defray expenses. 


These programs may be com- 
pleted in four quarters. 

There is an increasing de- 
mand for office personnel with 
a broader background of train- 
ing.

If a person qualifies for SSI, 
they automatically receive 
medicaid benefits. Mrs. Mag- 
wood will be sent a medicaid 
card to help with medical ex- 
penses such as prescription 
medicines and some of the 
doctor and hospital bills. 


When Mrs. Magwood spent 
two weeks in the hospital sev- 
eral months ago, a tube was 
inserted into her arm under 
the skin and connected to a 
vein. Earlier she had the 
tube connected to the vein, 
but exposed and clamped off 
on the outside of the skin. 
This was dangerous, as the 
clamp coming off could allow 
a person to bleed to death in 
a matter of a few minutes. 
The tube being placed under 
the skin, is a much safer 
method. 

When Mrs. Magwood goes 
to Birmingham for her dial- 
ysis treatments, two needles, 
which are connected to the di- 
alysis machine, are inserted 
through the skin into the tube. 

Mrs. Magwood has to tra- 
vel to Birmingham on Tues- 


showing compliance with the

Dun- 
away, who is 58 years old was 
excluded in accordance with the 
aforementioned law. He was 
allowed to subtract the 4 years 
for military service, but no 
deduction credit was permitted 
for the 17 1/2 years of experi- 
ence he has had with law 
enforcement agencies. He has 
served as a member of the 
police force and as police chief 
for the City of Elba, but at the 
time he made application for 
the upcoming vacancy he was 
not employed with any law en- 
forcement agency within the 
State. Therefore, his age(with 
the deduction of the 4 years 
for military duty) exceeds the 


- State requirements by 9 years. 


The City Council was 
Strongly considering Dunaway 
for the opening when they be- 
came aware of the State Law 
in regard to the age limita- 
tion, They had received much 
encouragement from _ local 
citizens in favor of Dunaway 
but the law clearly states the 
penalty for such action in re- 
gard to the matter. 

The council held informal 
discussions considering the 
possibility of hiring Dunaway 
as Police Commissioner, The 
police department would still 
have to be under the super- 
vision of a Chief and the coun- 
cil felt that the city could not 
financially maintain a commi- 
ssioner and a chief. 

Dunaway met the qualifi- 
cations for the job in experi- 
ence, education, training, 
physical fitness and character, 
but could not be seriously con- 
sidered for the accountable, re- 
liable and responsible position 
as Elba Police Chief due to his 
age.

During our Country's early 
years and continuing into the 
early 1900's, loans and invest- 
ments from European coun- 
tries, together with our imm- 
ense natural resources, helped 
develop our country into the 
richest, most powerful in the 
world. As our national econo- 
my expanded and prospered, 
American business leaders, 
bankers and industrialists made 
loans and investments in foreign 
countries and today these inve- 
stments amount to some $100 
billion, making Americans the 
undisputed champions when it 
comes to making overseas in- 
vestments. = 

But inrecent years there has 
been a turnabout, with direct 
foreign investments in the Un- 
ited States growing at an unpre- 
cedented pace. Just last year, 
for example, new foreign in- 
vestments in land and produc- 
tive property in this country 
reached almost $5 billion, which 
was double that of 1972. Some 
experts estimate that foreign 
investments in American real 
estate, industrial plants, nat- 
ural resources, banking and 
stock holdings are now between 
$75 and $100 billion. 

Up to now foreign invest- 
ments in the U. S. have been 
made in the normal give and 
take of free world trade and 
are not a threat to our econ- 
omy. But a new and worrisome 
factor has come into the pic- 
ture. This isthe staggering am- 
ount of money being collected by

governments of oil rich coun- 
tries. This year alone oil pro- 
ducing nations will take insome 
$105 billion as a result of bloat- 
ed oil prices. By 1980, if there 
is no change, these oil states 
are expected to have at least 
$400 billion in surplus funds, 
or about 70 percent of the 
world's total monetary re- 
serves. 

Even if they put these bill- 
ions into industrial development 
and social welfare programs for 
their own people, to say nothing 
of their extravagant purchases 
of ultra-modern weapons, the 
Middle Eastern governments 
will still have a $60 billion a 
year surplus to invest. Those 
oil dollars, whichare controlled 
by governments, not indivi- 
duals, could buy, at today’s 
stock market prices, control- 
ling interest in ll of our lar- 
gest corporations. By mani- 
pulating their tens of billions 
of dollars, oil rich governments 
could create an enormous and 
potentially dangerous economic 
and political threat tothe United 
States and tothe rest of the wor- 
Id as well. 

I don’t feel that our economy 
is in immediate danger because 
investments made in the United 
States by citizens of foreign 
countries or by privately owned 
foreign companies can be toour 
advantage in creating new jobs, 
increasing tax sources and 
opening up competition. 

Unfortunately, however, no 
one knows the full extent of for-

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eign holdings here. The United 
States Senate has recognized 
this information gap and has 
just passed legislation auth- 
orizing a detailed study of this 
situation. 1 supported this bill 
and voted for it because it is 
my hope that the study will give 
the American peopleanaccur- 
ate picture of the extent and 
implications of foreign invest- 
ments in the United States and 
provide Congress and the Pre- 
sident information necessary 
for determining a long-range 
national policy dealing realis- 
tically with this complex mat- 
ter.

Dr. Paul B. Baltes said. 


that there is very strong evi- 
dence to suggest that when 
the aged perform poorly on 
standardized intelligen@ 
tests it is because they “be- 
long to another generation,” 
and not necessarily because 
of their age. 


A research team demon- 


strated that, up through their 
seventies, people can be 
trained to improve their re- 
sponse speed to intelligence 
test questions and that this 
training carries over to per-, 
formance on such tests, par-, 
ticularly of the speed type. 

“When decrements do oc- 
cur among the elderly, they 
are found primarily in the 
period a few years before 
death,” Dr. Baltes notes, “or 
in those cases where an acute 
physical illness develops. 
They are not typical, how- 
ever, for the average old 
person.”

COFFEE

CLEANING THE SEWING MA- 
CHINE 

Lint settles readily into ev- 
ery tiny opening in a sewing 
machine. And, once there, lint 
tends to absorb moisture. 

If not removed , damp lint 
can cause rusting and other pr- 
oblems. 

Regular maintenance, inclu- 
ding lint removal, is the best 
way to keep your sewing mac- 
hine in top condition. 

Use a soft brush and a lint- 
free cloth to remove built-up 
lint from the tension discs, 
needle bars, take-up levers, 
thread guides and bobbin cases. 

Clean often a machine stored 
in a warm or damp place, such 
as near a heater or beside a 
window with sun exposure. 

After cleaning thoroughly, 
apply oil at the places sugges- 
ted inthe machine’s instruction 
booklet. Regular oiling will 
keep moving parts lubricated. 

Remember to use oil spar- 
ingly to avoid flooding. Use 
an oil can with a tiny, bent 
spout that will put oil down 
into the hole’ instead of just 


oiling the surface. And use a- 


soft cloth to blot excess oil and 
to prevent spotting of material 
when sewing. 


CLEANING PLANTS 

Since indoor plants aren’t 
exposed to cleaning rainfall, 
they need help to keep their 
leaf surfaces dust-free. 

Keep them looking their best 
by cleaning them carefully once 
or twice a month. 

A good way to clean your 
smooth-leaved plants is to use 
a wet sponge or soft cloth rin- 
sed often in clean water. If 


the leaves are extremely dirty - 


use a mild soap and water sol- 
ution. 

Plants with many small lea- 
ves can be gently sprayed out- 
doors, using plenty of water. 
When cleaning any plant lea- 
yes, be sure to use room tem- 
perature water--cold water 
can cause leaf blemishes. 

Water plants thoroughly se- 
veral hours before applying 
any commercial leaf. polish, 
otherwise, you may harm the 
plant. , 

Plants with hairy leaves re- 
quire special attention. Dust 
the leaves carefully with a

New Food Labeling 
To Include Nutrition

By the end of 1974, your 
food will be wearing new labels 
complete with nutrition infor- 
mation. 

The required information 
will include the serving size, 
number of servings inthe pack- 
age, and the calories, protein, 
carbohydrate, and fat in aser- 
ving. 

Also required isthe amount 
of protein, Vitamins A and C, 
thiamin, riboflavin, niacin, 
calcium, iron and vitamins 
B6 and Bl2 expressed as a 
percentage of the U. S. Re- 
commended Daily Allowance. 

All foods with added vita- 
mins or minerals and foods 
claimed to have special nutri- 
tional qualities must carry this 
labeling, according to Mrs. 
Sara Hutchinson, Associate 
County Extension Chairman. 
Many foods which do not fall 
into this category are expected 
to carry informational labeling 
to help shoppers select nutri- 
tious foods. 

The new labeling is the re- 
sult of a Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration program to pro- 
vide reliable information for 
the consumer. 

“It is hoped that this infor- 
mation on labels will increase 
the consumer's curiosity about 
nutrition,” Mrs. Hutchinson 
Said. 

Basically, the information 
provides a way to compare 
nutritive values of different 
foods. The most commoncom- 
parison will probably be bet- 
ween foods which can be easily 
Substituted for eachother. For 
example, the calories incan- 
ned peaches, pears, and apri- 
cots may be compared, or the 
vitamin content of salmon, tuna 
and albacore. 

“There are a few pitfalls 
to avoid,” Mrs. Hutchinson 
said. “Don’t eliminate favorite 
family food because itis low in 
nutritive value. Simply com- 
bine it with another more nutri- 
tious food. 

“Substitute only foods that 
are alike. For example, don’t 
Substitute milk for asparagus. 
Milk is a unique food containing 
certain required nutrients. We 
count on green vegetables for 
others. They should both be 
included in a nutritious diet,” 
Mrs. Hutchinson said.

Coffee 
Conservation

Coffee County's Soil Conse- 
rvation District Supervisors 
recognize Ed Fillingim as be- 
ing the “Conservation Farmer 
for the month of July”. Hehas 
been a cooperator with the Di- 
Strict for many years and was 
a pioneer of catfish farming in 
this area. 

According toa national sur- 
very compiled this past April, 
by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, there are 
2,372 such catfish ponds in the 
United States totaling 259,128 
acres. These figures indicate 
that catfish farming is on an 
upward growth. 

Catfish farmers are pro- 
viding delicious high protein 
food for the tables of con- 
Sumers and bringing new in- 
come into our area. For this 
new type of farming to continue 
to grow, we must have a pro- 
cessing plant here in Coffee 
County. This will enable our 
catfish producers to move 
more fish at a smaller cost, 
thus passing the savings on to 
the consumer. 

Mr. Fillingim has several 
ponds that are properly con- 
structed to ideal conditions for 
growing catfish. A large pond 
in the upper part of his pas- 
ture furnishes plenty of fresh 
water flowing through smaller 
ponds on lower elevations. The 
smaller ponds are ‘on side 
draws with pipes dropping 
water from one to the other, 
until all five ponds are supplied 
with water. In addition to pro-

Representatives of the Soc- 
ial Security office in Dothan 
noticed the article and contact- 
ed this newspaper to get direc- 
tions to the Magwood’s house 
so that they could talk with 
them to determine ifthey could 
qualify for SSI. 

Mr. Bob Stahlecker, Social 
Security representative from 
the Dothan office, contacted the 
Magwoods around the last week 
of March. Due to many diffi- 
culties, including a two week 
stay in a Birmingham hospi- 
tal for Mrs. Magwood, she has 
just received her first SSI 
payment on July 27th. The 
process of gathering and con- 
firming facts and figures took 
several months to complete. 

To be eligible for supple- 
mental security income pay- 
ments, a person must be 65 
or older or blind or disabled 
with a limited income and 
resources.

Dunaway Can’t Serve 


Mr. I, F. “Bow” Dunaway’s 
application for Chief of Police 
for the City of Elba has been 
eliminated in compliance with 
Alabama State Laws. The law, 
Title 55, Article 21, Section 
373 (109) states: “The minimum 
standards for applicants and 
appointees as law enforcement 
officers; employment of appli- 
cants, qualifications: (applies 
to law enforcement officers who 
are not law enforcement offi- 
cers in the State on the effec- 
tive date of this article) ‘No

applicant who is not on the

Mr. Stahlecker first check- 
ed tosee if Mrs. Magwood could 
qualify ‘for Medicare He 
learned that her husband, Rey. 
Evenuel Magwood is a civil 
service employee and hasn’t 
paid into social security. Mrs. 
Magwood  hasn’t worked and 
paid in enough quarters to 
qualify. 

A person needs 40 quarters, 
or in some instances could 
qualify for Medicare with less 
than 40 quarters. Medicare 
would have helped with the doc- 
tors and hospital bills, and 
would have even paid a portion 
of the rent on a dialysis mach- 
ine. 

The next route, which Mr. 
Stahlecker took, was to inves- 
tigate to determine whether 
or not Mrs. Magwood could 
qualify for SSI. Mrs. Magwood 
qualified as a disabled person 
with . a limited income and 
resources. The size of her 
family was taken into consid- 
eration. Rev. and Mrs. Mag- 
wood have nine children, seven 
of which live at home. Mrs. 
Magwood will receive a pay- 
ment of $108.00 a month from 
SSI to help defray expenses. 


These programs may be com- 
pleted in four quarters. 

There is an increasing de- 
mand for office personnel with 
a broader background of train- 
ing. The degree program will 
full fill the need for a more 
versatile office employee. 

Other degree programs 
being offered at MacArthur 
Tech include: Electronics 
Technology, Industrial Elect- 
ricity Technology, Drafting and 
Design Technology, and Rad- 
io and Television Technology. 


Help For Kidney Patient 


This amount will be reduced 
as the children reach age 18, 
or if Rev. Magwood receives 
an increase in salary. 

If a person qualifies for SSI, 
they automatically receive 
medicaid benefits. Mrs. Mag- 
wood will be sent a medicaid 
card to help with medical ex- 
penses such as prescription 
medicines and some of the 
doctor and hospital bills. 


When Mrs. Magwood spent 
two weeks in the hospital sev- 
eral months ago, a tube was 
inserted into her arm under 
the skin and connected to a 
vein. Earlier she had the 
tube connected to the vein, 
but exposed and clamped off 
on the outside of the skin. 
This was dangerous, as the 
clamp coming off could allow 
a person to bleed to death in 
a matter of a few minutes. 
The tube being placed under 
the skin, is a much safer 
method. 

When Mrs. Magwood goes 
to Birmingham for her dial- 
ysis treatments, two needles, 
which are connected to the di- 
alysis machine, are inserted 
through the skin into the tube. 

Mrs. Magwood has to tra- 
vel to Birmingham on Tues- 


showing compliance with the 
following qualifications: Age- 
Not less than 21 nor more than 
45 years of age at the time of 
appointment, however; that for 
the purpose of calculating his 
age under this article, thetime 
Spent by any applicant on active 
duty in the armed forces of the 
United States not exceeding 4 
years shall be subtracted from 
the actual age of such appli- 
cant who has attained age of 
40 years. High School grad- 
uate. Receive police training 
within 90 days of employment. 
Meet minimum physical qual- 
ifications and be of credible 
moral character. 

PENALTY-Any person who 
shall appoint any applicant who 
fails to meet the qualifications 
or anyone who signs their pay- 
check shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction 
Shall be subject to a fine not 
exceeding $1,000.” 

Dunaway had submitted a 
personal data form to the Elba 
City Council for consideration 
to fill the vacancy of Chief Jack 
Smart who resigned his duties 
effective August 16th. Dun- 
away, who is 58 years old was 
excluded in accordance with the 
aforementioned law. He was 
allowed to subtract the 4 years 
for military service, but no 
deduction credit was permitted 
for the 17 1/2 years of experi- 
ence he has had with law 
enforcement agencies. He has 
served as a member of the 
police force and as police chief 
for the City of Elba, but at the 
time he made application for 
the upcoming vacancy he was 
not employed with any law en- 
forcement agency within the 
State. Therefore, his age(with 
the deduction of the 4 years 
for military duty) exceeds the 
State requirements by 9 years. 

The City Council was 
Strongly considering Dunaway 
for the opening when they be- 
came aware of the State Law 
in regard to the age limita- 
tion. They had received much 
encouragement from _ local 
citizens in favor of Dunaway 
but the law clearly states the 
penalty for such action in re- 
gard to the matter. 

The council held informal 
discussions considering the 
possibility of hiring Dunaway 
as Police Commissioner, The 
police department would still 
have to be under the super- 
vision of a Chief and the coun- 
cil felt that the city could not 
financially maintain a commi- 
Ssioner and a chief. 

Dunaway met the qualifi- 
cations for the job in experi- 
ence, education, training, 
physical fitness and character, 
but could not be seriously con- 
sidered for the accountable, re- 
liable and responsible position 
as Elba Police Chief due to his 
age.
